WASHINGTON, March 28.—The following is the text of the report of the 


Court of Inquiry: 
"UNITED STATES STEAMSHIP IOWA (First Rate.) 


"KEY WEST, Fla., Monday, March 21, 1S98.—After a full and mature 


consideration of all the testimony before it, the court finds as follows: 


"1. That the United States battleship Maine arrived in the harbor of Ha- 


vana, Cuba, on the twenty-first day of January, 189S, and was taken to buoy 
No. 4 in from five and a half to six fathoms of water by tho regular govern- 
ment pilot. The United States Consul-General had notified the authorities at 
that place the previous evening of the Intended arrival of the Maine. 


"2. The state of discipline on board the Maine was excellent and all or- 


ders and regulations in regard to the care and safety of the ship were strict- 
ly carried out. 


"All ammunition was stowed away in accordance 
with instructions and 


proper eare was taken when ammunition was handled. 


"Nothing was stored in any one of the magazines 
or shell rooms 


was not permitted to be stored there.

Within a 
few minutes after the reserved galler- 
ies were thrown open they were com- 
pletely filled. Admission to these gal- 
leries was strictly by card. Many dis- 
tinguished personages and many ladies 
were in the galk-rics. The hall buzzed 
like a bee hive with the sound ol Miyr- 
iads of voices. On the floor there was 
almost as much excitemc-nt as in the 
galleries, although the full synopsis of 
the report, which was printed by the. 
Associated Press, had taken the keen 
edge oft the anxiety with which the 
members awaitwd the reading of the 
omcia'l findings of the Board. 


Upon the desk of the late Represen- 


tative Simpkins of Massachusetts, who 
died suddenly on Saturday night, a 
wreath of Easter lilies interwoven with 
tulip, crocus and lilies of the valley 
cast an air of sadness over the vast 
assemblage.

Simmer slowly 
on the back of the range or In the oven 
for two hours and a half, never allow- 
ing them to boil. If desired, sugar may 
be added, but the long, slow cooking 
be added, but the long, sslow cooking 
brings out the natural sweetness of the 
fruit and is approved now by first- 
class cooks.
